lcy_ conditions slow things down 

Agricultural success aids Port

Business has been booming at the 
Hickman-Fulton County Riverport 
Authority (HFCRA) during the last 
three months. They have been busy 
loading and unloading 126 barges 
since November 1, 2013. “This 
shows just how important agriculture 
is to our business,” stated Lynn 
Major, Port Board Chairman during 
the Jan. 28 meeting. A bumper crop 
last fall has aided the Port with their 
latest upswing in business. 

With a prediction that business 
will not be slowing down, Port 
employees work rain or shine and in 
extreme cold. 

The only thing that might keep 
them from working is ice because 
of the fear of someone falling into 
the water. Hypothermia is a major 
concern, especially since there 
isn’t an exact science of when it 
can set in. While it varies with 
water temperature and body mass, 
it can take 30 minutes or more for 
most adults to become even mildly 
hypothermic in ice water. Knowing 
this is vitally important in a survival 
situation, since people would be 
far less likely to panic if they knew 
that hypothermia would not occur 
quickly and that they have some time 
to make good decisions and actions 
to save themselves. (See the graph 
on the right.) 

Below average temperatures 
haven’t stopped Port operations. 
“While most of us observe the 
warnings from the National 
Weather Service concerning low 
temperatures, urging everyone to

“We are eating up finances every year,” 
stated Superintendent Aaron Collins on 
Friday evening, Feb. 7 during a plan-

One of the recent Fulton County 
Levee Board restoration projects 
was damaged by duck hunters back 
in December. Recently the case was 
heard in court and the duck hunters 
were ordered to pay restitution for 
the damaged they caused on levee 
property. “Coffey Construction has 
provided an estimate in the amount of 
$500 to make the repairs,” stated Fulton 
County Levee Board President David 
Weatherly on Tuesday evening, Feb. 4. 
“Coffey’s will repair the damaged area 
of the levee in the spring when things 
thaw out.” 

Another levee repair on hold because 
of the weather is the fuel tank at the 
pump station. “The tank is loose but 
it will be tricky to lift it up and over 


try to stay in out of the cold, Port 
employees can’t always follow those 
warnings,” commented Port Director 
Greg Curlin. “Some jobs require 
workers like ours to bundle up and 
face the cold and snow.” 

The HFCRA associates have had to 
brave the colder outdoor temperatures 
hitting our region lately. Curlin says 
the recent cold and ice have given the 
workers a little more of a challenge 
in completing their work. “Everyone 
bundles up, but the extra clothing 
makes completing tasks on the barge 
even harder,” he noted. “When the 
temperatures drop below freezing, we 
have to be extra cautious working on 
the barges. If a person were to fall in 
the water, we would only have a short 
amount of time to get them out to 
prevent hypothermia.” 

Sometimes Curlin and his crew 


“May 20, election day, is not an op¬ 
tion as a makeup day, at this time,” 
added Collins. “If HB 219 passes, 
then it will no longer be illegal to hold 
school on election day.” 

Graduation day was also discussed 
and graduation ceremonies, if no more 
snow days were needed, the board 
could approve May 23 as Graduation 
day. 

While Collins praised Dale Jackson 
and the Department of Transportation 
for preparing the front parking lot for 
teachers to attend a work day on Fri¬ 
day, Feb. 7, he added plans for the Li¬ 


ning session of all five board members. 
“It comes off our budget every year.” 
This is the result of state budget cuts 
and/or the loss of grants that the district 
once had, as well as decreasing enroll¬ 
ment over the last 10 years in which 
the school district enrollment was over 
800 students and is now less than 600 
students. That is a loss of $780,000 in 
state SEEK revenue. 

“We have done a really good job 


things to get it out,” noted Jim Major, 
Secretary/Treasurer for the Levee 
Board. “Can’t do it during the cold, but 
the repairs are in the works.” 

Other issues pending for levee board 
members include the need for additional 
funds to complete the needed repairs 
at the pump station. “We have a new 
colonel and general,” stated Weatherly. 
“We will give our same speech during 
the spring inspection pleading our 
case.” 

Levee board members would also 
like both gates to open and close in the 
manner intended. One operates correctly 
while the other needs someone to hold 
the button until it opens or closes. 

In the future, the board will 
address the need to revise the current

start later in the morning, waiting 
on temperatures to warm up some. 
“On other days, the temperatures 
have gotten colder throughout 
the day because the winds have 
increased and the wind chill drops, 
which always seems to be 10 
degrees colder on the water,” Curlin 
explained. “We use shovels and ice 
melt to help clear the barges to avert 
slipping but the hazard is always 
there.” 

Port management stresses the 
importance of taking their time and 
not getting in a hurry during these 
extreme weather conditions. “We 
do have warming shacks near where 
everyone is working and they are 
able to go in and out to get warm,” 
added Curlin. “The best way for our 
team to handle the weather is to

ture. “Several options were discussed 
and we will receive assistance with the 
clearing of the parking lot from Good¬ 
man Farms, if the need arises in the 
future.” 

On Sunday, Feb. 9, Collins and Jack- 
son tested the bus route prior to mak¬ 
ing the decision to open school on 
Monday, Feb. 10. “We have discussed 
the issue of clearing roads with city 
officials, especially in the area around 
the courthouse. We plan to utilize a 
bus equipped for the weather for that 


keeping teachers and staying within 
budget,” added Collins. “We have to 
start talking about some type of reorga¬ 
nization in the district.” One possibility 
when looking at reorganizing included 
a principal at the elementary/middle 
school and one at the high school, but 
only have one district-wide assistant 
principal instead of one at each school. 

“There are only 152 students (av¬ 
erage daily attendance which is how 
SEEK revenue is calculated) in the high 
school,” noted Collins. “Our numbers 
have been steady with an average of 
523 (average daily attendance in grades 
k-12) students in attendance during Oc¬ 
tober over the last five years.” 

He informed the board that they

KEES Bill Passes 
Senate 

We continue to manage 
our daily routines despite the 
hazardous winter weather 
conditions throughout the state.

Celebrating Black History 
Month began back in 1926 
during the month of February. 
The second week of February 
was chosen because it marked 
the birth of Abraham Lincoln 
and Frederick Douglass. Both 
significantly impacted the 
future for African Americans. 

There are many people and 
events that quickly come to 
mind when we think about the 
history of African Americans 
right here in Hickman. One 
of those events includes the 
formation of the Corner Stone 
Baptist Church in 1913. 

This black church was 
located in the lower bottom, 
west of Hickman, Ky. The 
congregation was so small 
by the mid 1970’s that it was 
closed, but its memory and 
significance to Hickman will 
live on forever. 

A brief history of the church, 
as supplied by The Warren 
Thomas Historical Society, 
shared on the Fulton County 
Genealogical Society website, 
is listed as follows” 

CORNER STONE 
BAPTIST CHURCH -1913 

Several miles south of 
Johnson Chapel, surrounded 
by a slough that feeds the 
Mississippi River, is a sagging, 
unpainted church building 
known as the Corner Stone 
Church. Since 1913 this chapel, 
with sturdy stockade walls, was 
a bustling house of worship for 
black sharecroppers from the 
Tyler farm and striving farmers 
that lived nearby. The history 
of Corner Stone Church goes 
back to 1899, when a group of 
farmers went to Richard Tyler, a 
wealthy landowner, and offered 
to purchase a lot to build a 
church. Mr. Tyler refused to 
sell. However, he told them 
to come back later. Like other 
black groups, they continued 


to hold Sunday meetings in 
homes. 

One spring morning Mr. 
Tyler rode his horse over his 
vast farmland, watching in deep 
thought. Later that evening 
he summoned Robert Neeley, 
Rayford B inford and William 
Holmes to his house and offered 
them, without charge, a church 
site for as long as they remained 
on his farm. The three men 
leaped for joy. The next day 
they rode over to inspect the 
site of their church. To their 
amazement the land offered 
for the church was under six 
feet of flood water. They were 
saddened. They would have to 
wait for the water to go down 
before they could see their 
church site. 

In the spring of 1912 much 
of the clearing and excavating 
was completed for the church. 
In 1913, the first sermon was 
preached at Corner Stone 


Church by Rev. William M. 
Morton of Kevil, Ky. He served 
as pastor from 1913 to 1920. 
After his death, Rev. Andrew 
Dowd, a landowner and trustee 
of Corner Stone, succeeded 
him. 

Andrew Dowd, Sr., was born 
in Smithfield, Miss. He came to 
Hickman around 1887 and on 
13 January 1889, he married 
Mary “Mollie” Ray. Under his 
administration a school was 
organized in the church. Some 
of the teachers were: Virginia 
Linder, Katie Barbie and 
Professors Hays and Rhodes. 

According to Jimmy Ware, 
one of the Deacons of the 
church, by 1977 the church had 
but seven members and very 
few activities were held there. 
The church was closed.

Manage your blood pressure, 
blood cholesterol, levels 
and weight by purchasing a 
food journal and keep your 
information in it. Work with 
your healthcare provider to 
determine your “goal” levels 
and how often levels should be 
checked. 

You can also maintain your 
levels by eating a well balanced 
nutritional diet low in saturated 
and trans fats and cholesterol. 
You should include fruits, 
vegetables, and low fat dairy 
products. Also choose meats 
and trim visible fat and remove 
skin from poultry. 

Minimize fats and oils by 
using no more than 2 to 3 
servings per day depending on 
your caloric needs. You can do 
this by limiting excess calories, 
and avoid drinking sugar- 
sweetened beverages. 

Take your medication as 
directed by your doctor. Get at 
least 100-150 minutes per week 
of a moderate-intensity physical 
activity such as a brisk walk. 
Don’t smoke and avoiding 
second-hand smoke is another 
good way to stay healthier. A 
modest weight loss (5 to 10 
percent of your body weight) 
can help lower the risk for heart 
disease and stroke.

building) into one control sys¬ 
tem, and improved lighting. 
These were discussed on Friday 
night, Feb. 7 during a planning 
session of the school board 
members, along with the possi¬ 
bility of adding a track and new 
updated field house to school 
grounds. 

The current chiller/boiler in 
the HVAC system is aging and 
Fulton County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Collins reminded 
them that it will be costly to 
repair if it were to break down. 
A recent walk through by Trane 
representatives looked for ways 
for the schools to become more 
energy efficient in the areas of 
electricity, gas and water usage. 

“We have a bonding potential 
of about $2.7 million” stated 
Collins. “Making the suggested 
improvements, which are listed 
in categories 4s and 5s on the 
Facilities Plan will allow us to 
take a proactive approach.” 

School board member Wiley 
Gannon expressed his desire 
for the board to wait for their 
bonding capacity to grow be¬ 
fore making any decisions now. 
“It would be nice to do some¬ 
thing more than just windows 
and lighting,” said Gannon. “I 
do also understand that we need 
to address these areas to save 
money.” 

Collins provided additional 
information regarding the pos¬ 
sibility of adding a track and a 
new, updated field house to the 
athletic complex located on the 
school grounds. “This would be 
a community effort,” added Col¬ 
lins. “It could become an area 
for our community.” Collins 
estimates the cost to the school 
would be around $100,000. 
The current field house is over 
forty years old. Two years ago

a metal roof and new suspended 
ceiling was replaced at the field 
house and was also painted this 
past year. 

The board reviewed the plat 
from 1995 and the master plan. 
They discussed how adding the 
track would move things around 
to accommodate a six-lane track 
and a new field house. “We 
would relocate the stands and 
add a press box, which could seat 
500, just as we do now,” Collins 
said. “The field house would in¬ 
clude a football locker room, an 
area for mens’ track, womens’ 
track, softball and baseball. It 
could also house concessions 
and new bathrooms.” 

The Mayfield High School 
field house was utilized as an 
example of what the finished 
building would potentially look 
like on the inside and would be 
115 feet x 65 feet. “I do like the 
way the facilities are laid out 
at South Fulton High School,” 
added Collins. 

The field house would be a 
metal building with some ma¬ 
sonry work on the front to make 
it look nice. “This would be a 
project that the students at the 
Fulton County Area Technol¬ 
ogy Center could help us with,” 
added Collins. “We would also 
need assistance from the Ful¬ 
ton County Detention Center 
and others in the community to 
make this project a reality.” 

The last update to the athletic 
fields on the school grounds 
included the addition of the 
baseball/softball fields in 1996, 
as well as the crowning of the 
football field. 

Adding a track is something 
former Fulton County Track 
Coach Vito Spadafino had re¬ 
quested for several years. Sev¬ 
eral college track stars gradu¬ 
ated from Fulton County High 
School, never having the oppor¬ 
tunity to practice or hold a meet 
at their own school.

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constitutional amendment to 
abolish the office of the State 
Treasurer upon completion of the 
current term. With this measure, 
Kentucky would save at least 
$2 million annually with the 
potential to save an additional 
$750,000 in subsequent years. 
The duties of the office would 
be absorbed by the Finance and 
Administration Cabinet with 
the Commonwealth’s quarterly 
report being transferred to 
the State Auditor’s Office to 
provide appropriate checks and 
balances. 

This week, the Senate passed 
legislation that I co-sponsored. 
Senate Bill 44 grants 10% 
gross weight tolerance on all 
highways, except interstates,

“Farming is 
a way of life in Kentucky, and 
it is important that our farmers 
have the stability and certainty 
they need to adequately do their 
jobs,” stated Whitfield.

• Helps farmers and ranchers 
create jobs and provides certain¬ 
ty for the 16 million Americans 
working in agriculture; 

• Strengthens conservation ef¬ 
forts to protect land, water and 
wildlife for future generations; 

• Maintains food assistance for 
families while addressing fraud 
and misuse in the supplemen¬ 
tal nutrition assistance program 
(SNAP), the first reforms since 
welfare reform in 1996; and 

• Reduces the regulatory barri¬ 
ers for job creators while making 
critical investments in land stew¬ 
ardship. 

“This bill truly touches every 
American, from the food we eat, 
to the air we breathe and the water 
we drink,” Stabenow said. 

“It is great news,” stated Di¬ 
ane Dunn with the Farm Service 
Agency Office in Clinton, Ky.” 
Now that the Farm Bill of 2014 
has been sent to the USDA (WDC) 
for implementation, we will have 
to have extensive training on the 
new programs before we can fully 
understand the impact it will have 
on Hickman and Fulton Coun¬ 
ties. We look forward to the chal¬ 
lenge!”

Their senior year together 
sticks out in King’s mind, as if it 
were yesterday. “One particular 
time I remember, so vividly, 
the last week of school during 
our senior year and we decided 
we would take a little break,” 
King said. “So we headed out to 
Murray, Ky., and we wound up 
spending the night.” This meant 
that they were late for school 
the next day. 

“The next day when we 
returned to school we were 
met at the door saying, ‘No 
admittance until we called our 
parents,”’ continued King. 
“Of course, they also said we 
weren’t going to get to graduate, 
but we did.” 

Following his high school 
career, Billy went on to attend 
college at Murray State 
College. With the initiation 
of the draft, Billy’s time in 
college went on hiatus after a 
year. While in the United States 
Air Force, he became part of 
an elite communications and 
intelligence team. 

When the war came to an 
end, Billy resumed his college 
studies, attending Elkhart 
University in Indiana, studying 
X-ray technology. 

While at Elkhart, Billy met the 
woman of his dreams, Margaret 
Ramirez. Marrying in 1958, 
they soon began building a life 
together. Billy was called back 
into the Air Force, providing 
them a chance to spend time in 
various places. 

Being a man of honor and 
integrity who believed in giving 
back to the world around him, 
Billy took his role as a husband 
and father to heart.

He also 
enjoyed going camping at rustic 
campgrounds around Michigan 
and in Canada and traveling to 
places such as Chicago, New 
York and Florida with his wife 
Margaret. 

Nothing could have prepared 
Billy for the abundant joy he felt 
when he became a grandfather, 
but he embraced it head on. He 
and Margaret would babysit 
their grandchildren as often as 
they could. 

Billy loved to read, sometimes 


reading up to seven books in a 
week and was an avid reader of 
The Hickman Courier. Instilling 
his passion for reading was 
important to Billy to pass on to 
his children and grandchildren. 

Although he was raised 
Baptist, Billy later converted to 
the Catholic faith and regularly 
attended Our Lady of Grace 
Catholic Church with his wife. 

All who knew Billy Roberts 
would agree that he was an 
extraordinary man to know 
and love. He was genuine and 
kindhearted. Billy was blessed 
to spend the majority of his 
life alongside his true love 
with whom he witnessed the 
growth of his family tree as 
it blossomed. Billy’s timeless 
legacy will be carried on by 
those who loved him.
